Allon a fuddeo, muttering a few words, and rif- 
ing haltily from the bank of turf on which we 
were fitting, he ftepped a few paces without his 
tent, mufed fora moment; and then returning to 
me, and fhaken his head, fhewed me the bear’s 
fein that was to ferve measa bed. Weak, trem- 
bling, at his mercy, and worn out with afiliction, 
what could Ihave done? | invoked my good an- 
gcl; | recommerded myfelf to his protefion; 
und, ftretched out by the fide of the Tartar, whofe 
muttering I heard, 1 watched and wept a Jong

time; but at length I was overpowered by fleep. 
Never did innocence run a greater ritk. But asl 
have told you, I was like a treafure in the hands 
of a mifer; the price he expected for it making 
him abitain from its enjoyment. 

The next day we arrived at the port of Azoph, 
where I was fold for the feraglio of the grane tig- 
nior; and the veflel that | failea in, was an ayf- 
lum in which [ was treated with the greatelt ref- 
pect.

trantports fitting out at Fluthimg weie mteaded to be bra 
to Otead aad Dunkirk by tne inlaad navigations to avoid 
our cruizers, thet arrangement will be detcaied, and 1 
will be along time before the works can be repaired, as 
iuey were five ycers funthing, and were elleemed the moit 
complete works of the kind m Europe, The troups bad 
ietreaied, and were ready to embark by twelve o ciuck 
the feme moraing, with the lofs ef only one rank aud hie 
killed and one feaman wounded, but I fowad it umpotlibie 
fhom the wind baving increafed, and the furf, runny fo 
bigh as cnurely lo preveat ther regaiomng their boais, upon 
whica they took up a poliion on the Sand hihs above the 
beach, where they lay the whole of that day, and night 
upon their erms The cnenmy taking advantage of the 
length of time aad the mght, collected in very gieat force, 
aud foon afer day-break this morning, attacked thein on 
every fide, when aficr a nok noble aad galiant deicuce, 
I ee grieved to add, they were ander the uecelity of ca- 
pivulating, to a very great fupertority of numbers.

The French and Venetian fquadion, with Tranfports, 
having on board a number of troops, had failed from Tou. 
low on a private expedition 

About the eoth of May, Sir Roger Curtis, with tea 
fhips of the line, joiwed Lord St. Vincent off Cadiz. The 
fame day eight fhps of the line and fome frigates were 
difcharged to join Admiral Nelfon and Si *sha Ordo, 
who failed for Gibraltar a few days before, wuhtwo three 
deckers, two frigates, and a floop of war, and proceeded 
up the Medierranean On the » 7th, the Relolution, a 
74 trom the fleet otf Cadiz, and watering at Gibrakar, 
joined the eight fhips as they pafled the Rock, fo that there 
are up the Meditenanean, eleven fhips of the hae, feve- 
ral frigates, and a floop of war, Onche aft of June ac- 
counts were received from Admiral Neifon, off Toulon, 
informing that the French and Venetian fquadron, confift- 
ing 1m line of battle of battle fhips, fitues, foities, frigates, 

and brigs, in all twenty-four or twenty-five, and feveral 
tianfports, were in the bay, port of De la Specia. So 
large a force going up the Mediterranean gave rife to many 
conje€tures, as to iis defination: but that moft aedited 
was that this fleet was to co-opeiate, under the command 
of Admiral Nelfon, with the forces of the King of Naples, 
who it is faid (but I believe without anv good foundation) 
was on the point of a rupture with France, and only wait- 
ed th arrival of the Englifh to commenite-his operations. 
But the true deftination moft probably is to watch, and if 
poflible, deflioy the Trench and Venitian fquadron, The 
French have allo a fmail fguadron of fhips of war in the 
upper part of the Meditersanean and the Adriatic, which 
have taken teversl valueble prizes.
